Board today cited the national officers of the six shops crafts 
unions, the railway executives now meeting here, and the 
officers of four other railroad unions, to appear before the 
board tomorrow afternoon in an inquiry into “the threatened 
suspension of traffic.” 
In addition to the shopmen, whose strike order already 
has been issued, the four other unions cited, now taking a 
strike vote, are the clerks, maintenance of way, stationary 'Cumber^ had dropped somewhat at 
firemen and oilers and signal men. 
B. M. Jewell, leader of the shopmen, today served formal 
notice on the railroad labor board that a strike call had been 
issued “on all railroads and Pullman operating department 
local lodges of the six shops crafts.*’ 
The meeting of the railway executives and heads of the 
ten unions was set for 2 o'clock tomorrow by the labor board, 
when the formal notice of the strike call will be received 
from the shopmen, announcing the date for the walkout as 
next Saturday at IO a. rn.
